TO HOLD MOISTUKE. 


WcfiU Rob the Soil of a Great Deal of 


WHler 
Evaporation M»y be 
Pre- 


vented h> Blanketing the Sur- 


face With a Mnlrh. 


Rain-making has not been a success 


and all methods for regulating the rain- 
fall have amounted to nothing. Droughts 
occur in some sections of this large coun- 
try every year, and abundant rains fall 
en some portion?, while others are parch- 
ing and the crops drying out. There is 
no way to prevent droughts, and they 
are looked upon as standing evils to be 
met every season. In this section there 
are farms upon which no rain has fallen 
since the "wet spell," and during the 
recent warm days the effects of the ab- 
sence of rain have been very injurious. 
There may be a time in the future when 
iirigation, or some other method, will 
enable farmers to escape the drawbacks 
of dry seasons, but until discoveries are 
made in that direction the tillers of the 
soil must bear the ills that they annually 
meet, and seek to avoid them as much 
as possible, or at least to mitigate the 
evils which may occur at any time. 


CONSERVING THE MOISTURE. 


To maintain and preserve the moisture 


of the soil is within the province of the 
farmer to a certain extent. The first 
duty is to prevent its robbery. When 
two plants are side by side there is a 
struggle for supremacy and existence, 
the weaker being forced to succumb. 
Every plant seeks water from below 
when it cannot be secured nearer the 
surface, and sends down long tube roots 
for ttat purpose. When weeds are per- 
mitted to grow they deprive the plants 
composing the crop of needed moisture, 
and thus cause them to succumb. Some 
weeds have enormous root capacity, and 
seem to thrive during the dry periods. 
This is due to the fact that they can 
penetrate to great depths in securing 
moisture, and they thus crowd all com- 
petitors cut of the way. Every weed 
destroyed is so much moisture retained 
in the soil, as every plant has the power 
to bring up moisture from below and dis- 
sipate it in the atmosphere, and when 
the surface of the ground is exposed 
there is constantevaporation,which daily 
lessens the supply. 


BLANKET-ISO THE SOIL. 


It is well known that if a covering 


could be afforded the soil there would be 
less evaporation. 
The soil is full of 


small tubes, through which the moisture 
from below finds its way to the surface 
and escapes. If these tubes, known as 
capillary tubes, can ba closed, the water 
will not evaporate so readily. This is 
done by loosening the top soil, not by 
stirring it to such a depth as to injure 
the roots of the plants, but in a manner 
to break the tops of the tubes and throw 
a covering of loose soil over the ground, 
and at the same time destroy the robber 
weeds, which not only use the moisture, 
but take away plant food as well. The 
loose soil is a mulch,.» blanket, which 
prevents loss of moisture and protects 
against the direct rays of the ;un. If 
the rains do not replenish the soil, the 
soil mulch will at least assist in retain- 
ing the moisture already existing in the 
soil, and enable the plants to bear up 
during the drought until a further sup- 
ply comes. Land that is clean and free 
from weeds, with the soil kept loose at 
the surface, will bear crops during some 
periods when hard and weedy soils con- 
tain crops that are badly injured.

The Second Crop of Potatoes. 
Why is it that small farmers who are 


short of corn do not raise more Irish 
potatoes, when two crops can be made 
the same year, and they aie so easily 
and quickly made and so good for family 
use and for chickens, hogs and even for 
the cows 'I They save bread and corn. 
I am now usinp new potatoes planted 
the middle of March, raised from last 
year's second-crop seed aud they are very 
fine. They do not weigh a pound apiece 
but four tubers will weigh eighteen 
ounces. 
I have tested by the scales. 


To raise the second crop I manure the 
land broadcast, first working the soil 
well, then open the drills deep with turn 
plow or single shovel by running both 
ways and put in some additional manure 
in the drills. If I plant very early in 
the season, I put the manure on the 
seed. If late, I put the seed on the 
manure. I do not see much difference 
in yield. 
This manuring in the drill 


makes the potatoes earlier, but it is bad 
for them, as it makes them scabby and 
rough. If you have plenty of manure, 
put it all on broadcast and the tubers 
will be nicer and better. A patch farm- 
er should always keep his pockets full of 
seed — sweet corn, navy beans, snaps, 
sunflowers, 
cantaloups, 
cucumbers, 


pumpkins and others—to plant in mis- 
siiig prices. In the potato patch, when 
he digs a hill of potatoes, he should keep 
on planting from these seeds as he digs. 
He will then have in his potato patch a 
nice late garden. I planted the second 
crop of Irish potatoes last year three 
times befote I got a stand. I dug my 
first crop the last of June and spread my 
seed, selected from this crop, some under 
the shade of a tree, so that they could 
?et some little sun: others £ spread in 
the weeds and brush, I opened deep 
drills in the same land I had dug the 
potatoes from and, without adding any 
more manure, I planted some of the sets 
in a week after digging and put. about 
two inches of dirt over them. Very few 
came up. In three weeks I planted in 
the same drills and put on more dirt and 
?ot half a stand, and in four weeks I 
planted again in the same drills and 
lilled them up with soil and got a good 
stand. I think the last were planted the 
last of July or flrst of August. I made 
.1 fine crop of the smoothest and nicest 
tubeis I ever made.—Joltn 0. Otcy, m 
Smtlhirn Planter.

Fly nets for the horses are n, profitable 


investment to the farmer or to any one 
else who owns horses. 


Hatched pairs, either of the draught 


or of the light-harness breeds, are in act- 
ive demand at the present time. 


Do not try to raise colts unless you 


lave a good mare. It will not pay any 
more than it will to plant seed on barren 
ground. 


Hay and oats, if well kept, are like 


wine, in that they improve with age. 
Either musty hay or musty oats, how- 
ever, are injurious in the extreme. 


The man who is watching the horse 


market closely cannot help but notice 
the ready sale there is for well-broken 
saddle horses, and what the market de- 
mands it will pay to produce. 


If possible go to the pasture once a 


Jay to see if the horses and colts are all 
right. Many an injury is received in the 
pasture that unless treated at once de- 
stroys the usefulness of the animal 


Horses that have good feet and that 


iire driven about the farm only may be 
used without shoes, but the driver sliould 
be watchful and have shoes put on if the 
feet begin to shell off or break. 


Foals that are foaled in the stable are 


much more liable to be affected with 
that terrible disease, navel-ill, than those 
foaled in a clean, grassy paddock, where 
there are no impurities to be absorbed 
into the system. 


The remark once ma-le by a noted 


race driver that speed is the first con- 
sideration in the lighHiarness hoises will 
bear revising. To-day the first consider- 
ation is individuality, speed 
coining 


second to that quality. 


Keep some simple healing salve and a 


bottle of good liniment in the stable. 
Cuts and lacerations should be attended 
to promptly, and to guarantee that the 
hair will come in again use plenty of 
grease. An unsightly scar, even though 
it is not ao unsoundness, knocks a good 
many dollars off a horse's value when he 
is put on the market. 


In horses, as in everything else that is 


bought and sold, cheapness in quality 
means cheapness in price. 


The feet of young foals need trimming 


once in a while if they are pastured on 
low, soft ground. 
On hard, stoney 


ground they will wear off sufficiently. 


Horses that are kept in the stable a 


good part of the day stand more quietly 
and rest better if screens are placed in 
the stable windows and doors. 


The market reports show that there is 


a lively demand for good geldings and 
almost no demand for stallions. Take 
the hint and use the knife freely. 


Sowed corn will be found to be an ex- 


cellent substitute for grass when the 
pastures dry up. Brood mares fed upon 
it furnish their foals with plenty of 
nlilk. 


If you are working your horses, grass 


cannot take the place of grain. To cut 
down on the grain because the horses 
are getting some grass means an im- 
mediate reduction in ttesh and muscle. 


Because some colts that were foaled 


crooked because noted horses is no sign 
that colts of that kind are desirable. 
History only tells of the few that be- 
came famous; it saja nothing of tbe 
thousands that never sold for enough to 
pay tor the feed their dams ate while 
carrying them. If you have a mare that 
throws crooked foals, sell her.— 
man and Farmer.

Tlie follijwiiig rules, given by the 


Uuiiy World (London) are applicable to 
tins country as well as England : 


1. Cowsheds should receive regular 


aud thorough cleaning every morning, 
liefuse earned out to the manure heap; 
stall well cleaned with farm hoe, at tar- 
ward brushed; channel brushed and 
w,ished out well; clean bedding laid 
down; feeding trough always cleaned 
out previous to feeding time; warmth of 
shed attended to and no drafts of cold 
ait allowed.

Ventilation of cowshed should 


have particular attention every morning; 
after the shed is cleaned out open top 
,ind bottom of window. 


3. Uows well cleaned with the curry 


comb and brush each morning.

Coal Ashes for Pcacli Trees.

which may be of some use: 


"You are in error in saying that coal 


ashes have no value as a fertilizer. 
Some years since I had a peach tree 
about to depart this life. The leaves 
curled up. I placed one-half bushel of 
fresh coal ashes around the root; in 
three weeks a new set of leaves came 
out, and the following year I plucked 
over one bushel of fine peaches. 


"I can name you many of my friends 


who tried the experiment on their pear 
trees, and the result was a good crop 
the second year. The first year grew 
new wood and the next lots of fruit. 
Thetieeshad not produced for several 
years before. 


"I will guarantee to any gardener if lie 


will place from one to two bushels in the 
fall around his fruit trees, any kind, or 
grapevines, if he wishes, that the second 
year he will be well rewarded. I am 
always the farmer's friend. I have 
taken your valuable paper many years."
